tions are conducive to escape of the 
fire into surrounding fields and woods. 

‘The one note of caution expressed in 
the statement, ‘Fires should never be 
built on grass unless the grass is wet,” 
can, paradoxically, become very dan- 
gerous advice. Of all the inflammable 
material in a forest, grass is the quickest 
to dry out and carry fire. 

From the 200,000 forest fires which 
occur annually, this nation loses some 
335,000,000 in’ timber and products, 
‘aside from tremendous intangible losses 
in scenery, recreation, wildlife and wa- 


tershed values. Most of these fires are 
the result of thoughtlessness or lack of 
Knowledge, The war has brought these 
losses into even sharper focus and Con- 
ress, recognizing the danger, appro- 
printed an additional $5,000,000 last 
year to Intensify forest-fire control. 

Pictures herewith show the correct 
method for building and extinguishing a 
campfire. Most important source of 
danger is the stratum of inflammable 
litter which overlays the forest floor. 
Bofore the fire is built the ground should, 
bbe seraped down to mineral soll for sev 
eral yards around, On breaking camp 
the fire should be thoroughly doused 
with water, stirred to make sure that 
‘every ember Is out and then it should be 
buried. ‘The shovel and the bucket are 
required camping equipment in most 
state and national forests.

SPEAKING OF PICTURES ... 


... THESE MEN RISKED THEIR NECKS FOR INDEPENDENCE 


N* one of the 56 men who signed the Declara- 
tion of Independence in 1776 lived long enough 
to face a camera, (The last Signer, Charles Carroll, 
died in 1832 and the first photograph in the U.S. was 
taken in 1839.) But on these pages LIFE has assem- 
bled the best existing likenesses of the immortal 
Fifty-Six from paintings, engravings and drawings. 

As these pictures indicate, most of the Signers were 
men of wealth and distinction. Most of them inher- 
ited large lands and money. Some of the group were 
“self-made” men who were as rich as those who had 
inherited fortunes. Only one or two were “poor.” 

Few Americans today can quite imagine the cour- 
age it took for 56 such men to declare their united col- 
onies to be “free and independent States.” Not only 
were they risking their large personal possessions, but 
their personal necks as well. The Signers frequently 
reminded each other that they could all be hanged 
for their act; the final words of their Declaration— 
“We mutually pledge toeach other our Lives, our For- 
tunes and our sacred Honor” —were not idle ones. Be- 
cause of this danger the Signers’ names were withheld 
by Congress until January 1777, although the Decla- 
ration was read in public on July 8, 176. 

‘Ten of the Signers served in the Revolutionary 
Army and two (Heyward of S. C,, Walton of Ga.) 
were wounded in action. Four of them were captured 
by the British—Heyward, Walton, Middleton of

average Signer lived two years less than the average 
man of his time—some of them, like Joseph Hewes of 
N. C., who gave John Paul Jones his job in the Amer- 
ican Navy, actually died of overwork for the Revo- 
Jutionary cause. Signer Thomas Lynch Jr. of S. C. 
contracted a severe bilious fever while recruiting 
troops for Washington and went to sea for his health; 
his ship was never heard of again, Button Gwinnett 
of Ga. was the first Signer to die; he was killed in a 
duel with a political enemy in the spring of 1777. (His 
autograph, though not the rarest of the Signers’, has 
sold as high as $51,000. Lynch’s autograph, the rar- 
est, has sold for $9,500.) Strangest death to come 
to any Signer was that of George Wythe of Va. He 
was poisoned with arsenic in coffee by a nephew who 
was angered because of a bequest in Wythe's will to 
a Negro serv: ythe lived long enough to disin- 
herit the nephew, who was acquitted of murder be- 
cause the jinia laws did not allow a Negro cook 
to testify against him. 

Despite their dignified appearance and eminent 
place in history, the Signers were a very human lot, 
typical of upper-crust American life in the Colonies. 
One (Whipple of N. H.) was a New England slave 
trader; another (Hall of Ga.) was a hot-headed doc- 
tor who was thrown out of the Congregational cler- 
gy for immoral conduct. At least three (Wilson and 
Morris of Pa., Chase of Md.) did some war profit- 
cering during the Revolution. A surprising number 
of the Signers suffered from gout, including the fax 
mous John Hancock of Mass., president of the Con- 
gress, who signed his name first and very large, he 
said, “so George III may read without his spectacles.”

KILLED IN ACTION 


LIFE LISTS NAMES OF SERVICEMEN WHO GAVE THEIR LIVES FOR THEIR 
COUNTRY IN WAR’S FIRST 18 MONTHS, WITH NEXT-OF-KIN ADDRESSES 


n the next 23 pages LIFE compiles 
from official Army and Navy an- 
nouncements and prints by State and 
town the names of American soldiers, 
sailors and marines who gave their lives 
for their country during the first 18 
months of war. With each name is list- 
ed the address of his next of kin—which 
is not always the last address of the 
dead man. The list includes only men 
killed in action with the enemy, those 
who died of wounds and those who died 
in enemy prison camps. It does not in- 
clude men who died of noncombat ac- 
cidents or disease, either abroad or in 
continental U.S. Nor does it include 
men who are reported missing in action. 


On the list are 12,987 names. Last week 
Washington announced that 15,132 men had 
been killed in a —7,528 in the Army, 7,604 
in the Navy. The difference between LIFE’s 
list and the Army-Navy list is that the Army 
and Navy release casualty figures before they 
release the names and addresses, which are 
never publishable until the next of kin have 
been notified. In addition, a few names were 
received too late for inclusion on LIFE’s list. 
Furthermore, the list may have some mistakes 
because it is often very difficult to identify all 
the dead after a battle. 

As a nation, the U. S. is not accustomed to 

ig war casualties. Not since the Civil War has 
its manpower been seriously weakened by 
battle losses. In World War I, in which it was 
a participant for just 19 months—almost the 
same length of time as covered by the lists on 


the following pages—it had a total of 126,000 
combat dead. Its full A.E.F. casualty list, in- 
cluding dead, wounded, missing and prisoners, 
was only 364,800, approximately 8% of the 
men in its armed forces. This compares with 
75% casualties for Russia, 73% for France, 
65% for Germany, 39% for Italy and 36% for 
the British Empire. 

As of last week, total announced U. S. casual- 
ties for World War II, including dead, wounded, 
missing and prisoners, were 90,860. Compara- 
tively it is a small figure. Great Britain has lost 
close to 600,000 men, the Russians 5,000,000, 
the Germans approximately 4,000,000. But the 
U. S. has been in the war only a year and 
a half. During most of that time it has been 
on the defensive, fighting only when necessary, 
building up its strength. When the great, of- 
fensive battles come, its casualties will mount.

THE AMERICAN PURPOSE 


It lives in the hearts of those who have received the telegrams from the Adjutant General 


‘That is the list. Those are the boys who have 
gone over the Big Hill. 

Those are the names in the telegrams flashed 
cover the long, sagging wires—""Regret to inform 
you... your son... killed in action. . ..” 

Along the crooked stone walls of Connecticut 
and over the lush valleys of Pennsylvania and 
down into the sultry cottonlands of Georgia: 

‘And around the rippled lakes of Wisconsin to 
the cool, blue northland, and in straight lines 
out over the hazy Dakotas, over Kansas: 

Leaping and bounding across the Rockies to 
the yellow deserts of Arizona, and onward, to 
the miraculous, green Pacific orchards, where 
the water pumps chug all day in the sun: 

‘The roll call of the Adjutant General. 
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Maybe you haven't got this message yet, 
maybe you haven’t heard from the Adjutant 
General: well, you are just lucky—you can’t 
know it it is to have your boy go over the 
Big Hill 

You can’t know what it is to open the door 
of the garage and see the car he helped you buy 
—or to sit on the bed in his old room and see 
the picture of his girl there on the dresser, and 
his empty shoes in the closet—or to wander 
down into the cellar, as if looking for him, and 
see the holes he drilled in the cellar stairs when 
he was just a kid, and you bawled him out for 
it. You can’t know any of this. 

But maybe it would be a good idea to try to 
imagine it, For the people who get these tele- 
grams ask a question: and this question is one 
that everybody in America must answer, and 
this question is, WHY? 

What is it that called them over the Big Hill? 
What is the purpose? 
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When you talk about purpose, though, you 
have to make a distinction. It doesn’t make any 
sense to mix up the purposes of the dead with 
the purposes of the living. The boys didn’t go 
over the Big Hill in a philosophical mood. They 
didn’t say, This or that is at stake, so now I am 
going to die for it. That isn’t the way it hap- 
pens at all, 

It happens unexpectedly, when he is doing 
something he learned at Fort Benning, and 
Jearned all over again on maneuvers in Alabama, 
over and over and over; and he is swearing at 
the machine gun, which has jammed, or at the 
heat, or at the cold, and he wants to tear the 
guts out of that damned bastard in the pillbox 
across the gully—and then it happens, suddenly, 
so that even if he gave a hoot in hell about the 
purpose he wouldn’t have time to think about 
it, let alone say what it is. 

And if there was even an instant when he 
had a chance to think, his thoughts would have 
been so simple that we could never understand 
them, let alone write them down: 

For in that instant he would see his home, 
and he would see Mom bending over the stove 
and hear the kid brother in the yard; he would 
see his whole town and the movie theater and 


the baseball diamond and the cars, and hear the 
voices of the girls, and remember the first girl he 
kissed, and even more the last one; he would all 
in an instant relive that life and know that it 
was a good life, and if they wanted to call that 
life “freedom,” that would be Okay with him: 

But it doesn’t matter what he himself would 
call that life, or how he would define the pur- 
pose, because he is not a part of it any more, it 
goes on without him, and whatever he was in 
that community is lost, except the monument 
with his name on it, and the memory of him and 
what people do in the name of his memory. 

And yet this is not true of us who are living. 
We still have the town and the movie theater 
and the baseball diamond, and we have his mem- 
ory. So it matters a great deal what we say the 
purpose is, it makes all the difference in the 
world: indeed, it is for us to decide whether he 
died for the fulfilment of a purpose, like the boys 
of the American Revolution, or whether he died 
for the fulfilment of practically nothing, like the 
boys of World War I. The dead boys will be- 
come what we make them. 
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So we who are living must know our purpose 
and pursue it. 

And the chief fact that we must face in pur- 
suing it is that the U. S. has always been differ- 
ent from other countries. And the chief decision 
we have to make is whether we intend to main- 
tain this difference, or to abolish it. 

The U. S. differs from other countries because 
it was founded for the purpose of achieving a 
particular and definite goal in the evolution of 
man. For until the U. S. was established men 
found their highest purposes in the Church, in 
the arts, in institutions of various kinds, and 
they expected their nations to support these pur- 
poses, but they never conceived of a nation hav- 
ing such a special purpose of its own: 

This was the new and unique idea introduced 
by the U. S. into the family of nations—a pur- 
pose stated in the very beginning, and stated 
over and over again by the leaders of our people: 

And this purpose for which our nation was 
founded, and in which our nation has persisted, 
is TO MAKE MEN FREE: 

Yes, that is what the Declaration of Independ- 
ence says, that is what they signed 167 years 
ago, that all men are created free and equal— 
not just our own people, but all people: 

And that is what Thomas Jefferson said— 
“Nor are we acting for ourselves alone, but for 
the whole human race.” 

And, later, Andrew Jackson said the same 
thing—“‘Providence,” he said, “ has chosen 
you as the guardians of freedom to preserve it 
for the benefit of the human race.” 

And, still later, Abraham Lincoln called the 
cause of freedom in the U. S. “the last best hope 
of earth”; and when Mr. Lincoln spoke about 
the boys who died at Gettysburg he summed up 
the destiny of the U. S. in words that every 
American knows almost by heart: “It is for us, 
the living,” he said, “. . . to be here dedicated 
to the great task remaining before us—that 


from these honored dead we take increased de- 
yotion to that cause for which they gave the last 
full measure of devotion; that we here highly 
resolve that these dead shall not have died in 
vain; that this nation, under God, shall have a 
new birth of freedom; and that government of 
the people, by the people, for the people, shall 
not perish from the earth.” 
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Yes, this is the dream we have always had, 
that in founding the United States of America 
we were summoning all the people of the earth 
into the green pastures of liberty. 

‘And only in the last 25 years, only since the 
World War, have we abandoned this dream; 
only in our generation have we said, To hell with 
this purpose. Even the boys who are listed here 
might have said that. We taught them to. 

And we must decide now whether that is the 
course to follow; whether to abandon the dream 
and try to be like other nations, 

Or to rekindle within ourselves the great pur- 
pose of liberty, the great light that shone behind 
the Big Hill for all the American boys who have 
gone over it except these particular boys of ours. 

And surely our only answer can be, Rekindle 
the light! For otherwise we shall be sending 
them over the Big Hill into darkness. 

For there is such a thing as freedom in the 
world, and there is such a thing as slavery: and 
to abandon now the American dream is to say 
that we don’t care whether we are surrounded 
by slavery, or not: 

But our inescapable purpose is to strengthen. 
freedom: to strengthen it first at home, where 
the boys see it so clearly—and to push it also 
outward, to other nation: ry 
farther, around the smoking and tumultuous 
earth. 
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This is the answer to the question that is 
raised by the people who get these telegrams 
from the Adjutant General. 

‘And these people know this answer, they 
know what Lincoln meant, they know what our 
purpose is, they cannot doubt it: 

For these telegrams aren't really written on 
paper at all, but on the hearts of the people who 
get them; 

They are written on the hearts of the mothers 
and fathers, the sisters, the brothers, the wives, 
the sweethearts—the lonely people—of the 
U.S: 

‘And when these people open the telegrams it 
becomes perfectly clear, in an instant, that the 
Adjutant General doesn't really send them any- 
way—that he only signs them: 

That God sends them, about His own boys, 
for His own reasons, and will continue to send 
them and will give us no respite and no rest un- 
til we have discovered His reasons and done a 
job for the reasons we have discovered. 

The great light of America is rekindled in the 
breasts of those who have clutched these tele- 
grams in their fists in that terrible moment when 
they come.

I’ the attack depicted in these paintings, the cutter Campbell was astern of the 
contoy, running in wide, seeping zigzags, when the first U-boat wax picked up 
on the sound equipment. As ake ran forward on the contact a loader at a forward 
gun yelled in excitement when he spotted the white wash that curled back from the 
Juul and conning tower of a submarine on the surface and shadowing the convoy in 
the night. The forward guns were loaded and elevated, the searchlight wax trained in 
the dark and everyone on the speeding cutter held his breath as they bore down on 
the still unsuspecting submarine, Then the blinding white beam of the 24-inch search- 
light on the flying bridye cut through the black ness, At that exact instant the submarine 
crash-dived, leaving only turbulent, frothing seas to reflect the Campbell's light 
she passed over the U-boat's diving position, charges tumbled from the cutter's stern 
and were flung in high ares from throwers to hit, sink and explode beneath the waves. 

(fter dawn that morning, the second U-boat was contacted by sound. Though never 
seen on the surface, it was depth-charged heavily and then the cutter kept on its course 
in the stern of the conroy. Captain Hirshfield had been on the bnidge for hours, was 
just going down the cha.troom ladder to his calin for noon chow when the third con 
tact was made, 


“I was starting to feel a little frustrated by then,” reports Captain Hirshfiel 
“and when a lookout called ‘Periscope dead ahead,” I determined to get this ot 
for certain and ordered the helmsman to steer a collision course.

eneath the surface, and as we passed over him I fired a pattern of charges that 
must have straddled his hull. As he dived, the current from his screw threw up 
a large swirl of water against our port-side, We dropped a smoke buoy on the 
spot and came back to find an oil slick but could discover no other evidence to 
confirm a kill.

On another occasion, Gary was passing through New York's 
Columbus Circle when a soap-box Socialist was holding forch. When 
the speaker asked if there were any questions, Gary said, “I have 
one. 

"Go right ahead,” the speaker invited. 

“Well,”” said Gary, “it’s chis way. If I want to vote on the So- 
cialist ticket and split my ticket on the kamist parcy from the 
farmoil with the Democratic Party, can I vote in Cleveland on the 
stanivit?’ 

The speaker brooded for a moment and then looked brightly at 
Gary and said, “Exactly.” 

Gary speaks in a soft, almost excessively polite voice while deliv- 
ering doubletalk. His face remains deadpan and he never sneaks in 
more than a few “doubleroos” in a single sentence. Other practi- 
tioners work differently, For example, Jerry Colonna, a performer 
on Bob Hope's program, speaks loudly and utilizes ““doubleroos"” 
almost exclusively. A few years ago he was introduced as Profes- 
sor Gerardo, a distinguished visiting literary critic, to a group of 
dreadfully serious critics who had gathered co discuss Finnegans 
Wake, James Joyce's celebrated excursion into the esoteric. ““Here,”* 
said Colonna, “we have, unquestionably, a teax-waxed solsimate 
railbranks, though its saxtergreleger is fledderis glutgobbles. in 
the dreel sprail.”” His audience looked at one another, nodded ap- 
provingly and curned back to Colonna for further enlightenment. A 
purist like Gary objects to a sentence like that on the grounds that 
it doesn’t utilize enough legitimate words to hold the listener's at- 
tention. 

Gary, who spends a loc of time in Lindy's, the Broadway res- 
taurant for Broadwayites, is the despair of the waiters there. On his 
first visit he called one over and said, “Give me a steak with plamits 
on the side and korblit sauce fanison.””

The scholarly side 


For all its seeming flippancy, doubletalk is not without its schol- 
arly aspects, It even occupies a place in literature. As carly as 1871, 
Lewis Carroll's Through the Looking-Glass had a poem called The Jab- 
berwocky. Here is the first stanza 

Twas brillig, and the slithy toves 
Did gyre and gimble in the wabe; 
All mimsy were the borogroves 
And the mome raths outgrabe 

Lewis Carroll called his idiom “portmanteau words,” pointing 
out that they were combinations of two words. Thus slithy is a tele- 
scoping of slimy and lithe; :imsy, of miserable and flimsy. Explains 
this master of delightful nonsense: ‘Take the two words ‘fuming’ 
and ‘furious.’ Make up your mind you will say both words, but 
leave it unsettled which you will say first. Now open your mouth 
nd speak. If your thoughts incline ever so little towards ‘fuming’ 
you will say ‘fuming-furious.” If they turn, by even a hair's breadth, 
towards ‘furious’ you will say ‘furious-fuming"; but if you have 
that rarest of gifts, a perfectly balanced mind, you will say 
“frumious.” "” 

Although Finnegans Wake has received its share of ridicule as a 
large canvas splashed with undistilled double, it is important to 
note that Joyce stated flatly that he was attempting something 
linguistically abortive, but nevertheless progressive. 

The fact that doubletalk is something more than mere mutter- 
ing is proved by the fact that it requires intense application for 
anyone to speak it. Certain sounds lend themselves to it more read- 
ily than others. Here are some of them: oil, urf, erris, istan, urma, 
awn, orsin, eufen, eel, ail. Prefixed by consonants or syllables—for 
example, foil, spurf, flederris—they furnish a basic doubletalk vocab- 
ulary. 

The point to remember in speaking any form of doubletalk is chat 
it is imperative that you get your listener to agree with you. Thus, 
having selected a victim, you say, “Don’t you think the dance 
bands are using too much brannis with napid mutes on the ristan?"” 
If you're sufficiently fluent your victim will reply, “I think so." 
This is your cue to ask, “For example?” The victim then thinks a 
moment and perhaps says, “Harry James." This is your chance to 
fix him with a cold stare and demand, “Are you stupid? Since when 
did Harry James lead a symphony?” Such a procedure as this is 
guaranteed to make you unpopular at parties.

RACE WAR IN DETROIT 


Americans maul and murder each other as Hitler wins a battle in the nation’s most explosive city 


ti summer LIFE reported that Detroit was seeth- 
ing with factional bitterness and warned: “Detroit 
is Dynamite... . Detroit can either blow up Hitler or 
it can blow up the U. 8." (LIFE, Aug. 17). Last 
week some of Detroit's dynamite exploded in the 
bloodiest race riots the country has had since 1919. 
White and black Detroiters slugged, clubbed, gouged, 
stoned, kicked, stabbed and shot each other until 31 
were dead, more than 600 injured and 1,800 arreste 
Detroit's news photographers (one of whom is shown 
in the picture above being threatened by Negro- 
beating hoodlums) did an outstanding job of record- 
ing the truth about the riots. On these nine pages 
LIFE presents some of their best pictures so that 
‘Americans everywhere can see what happens when 
race prejudice, rumor-mongering and hate propa- 
ganda do their worst in a great American city 

‘After several thousand soldiers in full battle dress 
put down the riot, a fact-finding committee appoint- 
ed by Governor Kelly of Michigan went to work to 
determine its causes. But most Detroiters already 
knew the causes. Said the Detroit Free Press: “De- 
troit has been building steadily for three years toward 
a race riot.” Named by the Free Press and other ob- 


servers as contributing largely to last week's riot 
were: 1) Detroit’s abominable housing situation, 
which condemns thousands of white and Negro war 
workers to living in slums, tents and trailers; 2) the 
tremendous migration of white and Negro war work- 
ers from the South since 1940; 8) “race” strikes and 
friction in war plants (a month ago 20,000 Packard 
workers walked out because three Negro workei 
were up-graded to the assembly line); and 4) juvenile 
rowdyism, which has increased during the war (last 
month 100 white and Negro youths fought a pitched 
battle in a Detroit playground). C. 1. O. leaders 
blamed the Ku-Klux Klan for the riot, and Negro 
spokesmen charged that Detroit policeand the “puss; 
footing” attitude of Mayor Edward J. Je ffries were 
responsible for much of the violence. Although the 
riot was definitely a victory for Adolf Hitler and 
other enemies of the U. S., there was no evidence that 
it had been planned by foreign agents, local Fascists 
or anyone else. It broke out suddenly on a hot Sun- 
day night, and its basic cause was an old, ugly fact 
in U. S. life: prejudice and misunderstanding be- 
tween the white and black races. 

‘The “incident” which started the riot was a fist 


fight between a Negro and a white man on a crowded 
bridge leading from the Belle Isle public amusement 
park to the city proper. A rumor quickly spread 
among other Negroes on the island that whites had 
killed a Negro mother and her baby and thrown them 
in the water. (This was completely false.) The 

reached Hastings Street in “Paradise Valley, 

old Negro slum section where Champion Joe Louis 
once lived. Bands of Negro hoodlums broke into 
pawnshops, stole some guns, looted white-run stores 
and stoned automobiles driven by whites. A doctor 
answering a late call was beaten to death. Police who 
rushed to the area were fired on and they fired back. 
Of the $1 known dead in the riot, 15 were Negroes 
shot b3 police. White gangs, barred from the 
Negro area by police guns and tear gas, took over 
Woodward Avenue, Detroit's main thoroughfare, 
where they hauled isolated Negroes from autos and 
streetcars, beat them up and set fire to their cars. In 
most cases the police were either too outnumbered 
or too indifferent to stop these white attacks. The 
action photographs on these pages show the white 
mobs who raged unchecked through the heart of 
Detroit until the troops arrived on Monday night.

A GREAT AMERICAN SOLDIER DOES 
A GREAT JOB IN SOUTHWEST PACIFIC

ize in October 1942, General Douglas MacArthur transferred his 
headquarters from Australia to Port Moresby, the Allied base in 
New Guinea. The word of his coming had spread by “grapevine tele- 
graph" around the town and up into the mountains where tattered, 
hungry Australians were fighting desperately to drive back the spear- 
head of General Horii's Buna invasion force. For a while the men 
stopped discussing the all-important fact that the "wet" was coming 
in early and talked about their legendary commander whose name 
has the same remote magic for his troops that it does for the people 
of two continents. They were curious to sce him, 

And then MacArthur came, with a fleet of bombers and a top cover 
of P-38's arrowheading through the overcast. As his plane bumped 
to a halt on the rough Moresby landing strip, the General stepped 
out, wearing the cap with the festoons of gold braid but without his 
glittering chestful of medals. Infantrymen lined the airfield and the 
roadway down which he drove with an escort of armored cars. Look- 
ing fit and grim, he went straight to the headquarters which had 
been prepared for him and disappeared inside, 

Moresby at that time was the most uninhibited place in the world, 
There were a lot of things you couldn't get there, mainly privacy. 
Generals slept in tents on the jungle floor, Naked men wandered 
through the town at will and swam in the lukewarm harbor waters. 
Even when Australian and American nurses arrived, the order to 
screen all roadside showers was obeyed for only a few days, and after 
thar you could again sce scores of nude soldiers bathing beside the 
fire hydrants on the main street of town, 

In this little world of non-privacy, MacArthur obtained complete 
privacy. His headquarters was a little white bungalow, newly 
painted, with the luxury of a septic tank system and wide verandas 
looking out on a lovely garden of pink frangipani and scarlet poin- 
ciana, It was staffed by native servants in white, skirtlike ramis, 
embellished with red stripes and blue stars, The bungalow carried 
the name that MacArthur has given to every place he has made his 
headquarters: “Bataan.” 

From this little bungalow General MacArthur seldom emerged. 
He left it to his subordinate commanders to get around among the 
troops, to survey the terrain and to investigate Japanese positions, 
‘The Commander in Chief of the Southwest Pacific stayed inside with 
his staff and directed the New Guinea campaign—one of the most 
successful ever carried out in such difficult terrain with such paralyz- 
ing problems of supply. 

Once in a while, at night, an excited doughboy would catch sight 
of the great man as he paced up and down on the veranda of his 
bungalow, head bowed, clad in a black silk dressing gown with a 
red dragon on the back, munching a green head of lettuce. His light 
would burn far into the morning, and sometimes you could see his 
shadow on the window shade as he read reports from the battlefield 
or issued orders for the great triple-pronged offensive that was smash- 
ing the Japs back to the Buna beaches where they had landed four 
months before. Usually he was alone. One of the sentries, jerking his 
head at the light burning dimly in the General's room, said, “You 
know, that guy must be just about the loneliest man in the world." 

MacArthur has had a spate of hero-worship and publicity such as 
is given to few generals. Yet he remains probably the greatest enigma 
of the war—to the layman. To the professional soldier there is no 
enigma except the cternal enigma of genius, For the professional 
soldier knows that MacArthur is a great, a very great soldier. A war- 
rior straight out of medieval times with conceptions of warfare at 
Jeast as modern as those of any other soldier living. A man with 
flamboyance in his speech and his writings, a man with an incredible 
vencer of showmanship who is at the same time a recluse, seldom seen 
even by his troops, a man so remote that he is almost a mystical 
figure. A man who became a world hero because he was in command 
of an army that was defeated. It is true that the defeat was a glorious

one from the standpoint of American arms, but generally the people 
who set up idols remember the defeat and not the glory that preceded 
that defeat, Not so with MacArthur. 

To attempt to evaluate this mystery man it is necessary to recall 
the background of the theater in which he has been commanding ES 
general since March 1942. When MacArthur was brought out of the From the front porch of an Operations bungalow in Port Moresby, General MacArthur speaks to American

Philippines at the request of the Australian Government, that coun- 
try was facing its days of darkest peril. It takes a mental effort even 
now to remember those days of March and April as they really were. 
The Japanese, unbeatable everywhere, were spreading their tentacles 
southward at an alarming rate, A few weeks before, they had raided 
Darwin and brought war to Australian soil for the first time. Austra- 
lia's picked fighting troops were fighting —but they were fighting on 
the other side of the world in Africa. Because of commitments to 
distant battlefields the country was drained not only of trained men 
but of equipment. Some units were drilling with wooden guns. 
‘Australia was faced with the appalling prospect of fixing a main de- 
fense line along the Tropic of Capricorn just north of Brisbane, and 
abandoning, if necessary, the northern third of the continent to the 
Japanese invaders. North of the “Brisbane Line,” there would be 
‘merely holding garrisons—burnt offerings. There was talk of retreat- 
ing down the strategic Darwin road, with battle headquarters at 
Alice Springs in the “Dead Heart" of Australia, Port Moresby— 
within a few months to become the key to the whole Southwest 
Pacific—was a tiny, undermanned, underequipped garrison which 
wasn't too sure that it would be able to carry out its order, in the 
event of invasion, to ‘hold the enemy for 36 hours to enable main- 
land defenses to be prepared.”’ Even Australians, who are not gener- 
ally given to hysterics, admitted that things looked “bloody rough!"" 


“MacArthur will fix things” 


MacArthur arrived in Australia from the Philippines on March 17. 


“MacArthur will fix things,’' everybody said confidently. He moved spot of tis drank by Geral MacArthur with Auralian oldies droga visto New Guinea Unde 
through cheering, madly excited crowds. He posed unsmilingly for us eom: Genes ty ana Amen ey ane uly ppl with 

an endless series of photographs. Newborn babies were named after 

the Hero of Bataan, Restaurant chefs named dishes for him. And TS * 3 ey 
then he went into his headquarters . . . and into the solitude which 


always surrounds him. 

People who telephoned his headquarters always received the greet- 
ing: “'Hello. Bataan speaking.” Bataan was almost an obsession, a 
cult, with him. Ir still is. The army he had to leave behind on the 
corpse-littered battlefield of Bataan, in the blasted citadel of Cor- 
regidor, is never out of his mind. He lives for the day when he will 
stand again upon the soil of the Philippines. He seldom talks of the 
war against Japan without bringing in some reference to Bataan. 
‘And when he does he usually gives solemn utterance to a sentence he 
has used over and over again: “'I shall keep the soldier's faith.” The 
dead of Bataan live in the hearts of many, and in the heart of 
MacArthur they live together with a brooding, eternal lust for 
vengeance, 

MacArthur has admitted bitterly that when he arrived in Austra- 
lia he expected to start at once building up a great army which would 
liberate the Philippines. The Australians, too, had expected that 
where MacArthur was, there would soon be the planes and guns and 
men of the U. S. The great crusading force that MacArthur and many 
Australians had visualized never was built up in Australia, Perhaps, 
now, it never will be. 

But in the month of March many things happened. Overnight 
MacArthur scrapped the “’Brisbane Line’ policy of defense. In its 
place he planned so that the Bartle for Australia, if it had to be 
fought, should be fought in New Guinea at the far side of the Coral 
Sea. He could do this only by establishing his air striking power and 
his best garrisons as near to the Japanese as possible. At that time it

was not certain whether the Japanese were building up 
to strike in the northeast, against New Guinea, or in 
the northwest, against Darwin. All Japanese opera- 
tions were designed to create that very doubt in our 
minds. MacArthur shrewdly gambled on New Guinea. 
He was right. And into Porc Moresby he threw his 
best troops, his best equipment, every aircraft he had 
available. With newly arrived American matériel and 
with the aid of steadily expanding Australian produc- 
tion, he was able almost immediately co push his 
bomber line 6co miles across the Coral Sea to Port 
Moresby which became, not a garrison standing be- 
neath the shadow of invasion, but the major Allied 
operational base of the Southwest Pacific. He got there 
*fustest with che mostest.”” The Japs were committed. 
Whether they wanted to or not, they had to face up 
to Moresby which, if they had only known, could 
have been theirs almost for the asking, less than ewo 
months before. MacArthur played his cards so that he 
dictated to the Japanese that New Guinea should be- 
come the major theater of the Pacific war. 

“Te doesn’t matter how much you have, so long as 
you fight with what you have,” said MacArchur. “It 
doesn't matter where you fight, so long as you fight. 
Because where you fight the enemy has to fight too, 
and even though it splits your force, it must split his 
force also. So fight, on whatever the scale, whenever 
and wherever you can. There is only one way to win 
victories. Attack, attack, attack 

Ic was MacArthur's policy speech. Since then he has 
had dark periods, but he has stuck to his platform. 
And it has worked. 

The more he threw into the Southwest Pacific bat- 
defronts, the more the Japs had to throw in to meet 
him. Within a few months an island sideshow, a back- 
water of battle, had become the major theater of the 
Pacific war, the focal point of the whole fight against 
Japan. 


Securing air domination 


And, in proportion to the gains made, no section 
of the Pacific war has been so costly to the enemy in 
ships, manpower and aircraft. The fight was, first of 
all, to secure air domination, It was a tough fight, one 
of the toughest of the war. The infant American Fifth 
Air Force and the R. A. A. F. were “fighting with 
what they had.” Hundreds of young airmen gave their 
lives to wrest command of the air from Japan's best 
Navy fliers. Against what should have been an over- 
whelming air superiority, they succeeded. From that 
time the air became the dominant factor in all Mac- 
Arthur's plans. 

Yee in July, when command of the air had at last 
been won and Australia, at least, seemed safe from in- 
vasion, MacArthur was far from satisfied. He called 
war correspondents together, outlined to them his

conceptions of war in the Pacific. He spoke for three 
hours, and always through his speech there was the 
attitude of a man who wanted to lead a crusade, but 
who realized at last that the crusade had been de- 
finitely postponed. He still wanted to attack, but he 
was still fighting on the defensive. 

No man who has ever written about MacArthur has 
attempted to disguise the streak of showmanship that 
is part and parcel of the man. Since the days of Julius 
Caesar, showmanship has never in itself prevented a 
man from being a good soldier. Australians asked only 
that the man who led their forces should lead them 
well. And as the months went by there was continued 
evidence that they were being led well. 


MacArthur's press interviews 


When he was interviewed, the four-star general 
would always have a stage property—a long, unlighted 
cigar one time, a chunky bulldog pipe another. And he 
used the properties for gesticulacion and emphasis 
with the histrionic ability of Sir Henry Irving. Bue 
when he was asked a question, he never hesitated in 
giving an answer that was not only utterly complete 
but which was in itself, taken down verbatim, a pol- 
ished essay on military lore. He could talk solidly for 
two hours and never grope for a word, Each talk 
would hold the complete interest of twoscore of hard- 
bitten foreign correspondents without a second’s flag- 
ging. The General would pace up and down incessant- 
ly whenever he was thinking out some problem the 
whole staff would know and comment on the fact that 
“the Old Man is rug-curting upstairs’”), drawing for 
parallel and metaphor on the writings of Napoleon, 
on a line or two from a melodrama he had seen in 
New York a quarter of a century before, on a speech 
by Lincoln, on a statement by Plato, or sometimes on 
a passage from Scripture. The tone of his voice would 
vary from almost a whisper to a ringing shout fol- 
lowed by a long period of thoughtful silence. 

Occasionally he would write a statement to be 
issued under his own name. Nobody but MacArthur 
could have issued those statements so rich in emotion 
and drama, so studded with resounding passages of 
almost Biblical style. They were so completely unlike 
the statements of any other soldier in the world—and 
so utterly like MacArthur. 

Deep piety, swift epigram, vivid description come 
from his lips or his pen with a facility that makes a 
book on Famous Sayings by MacArthur a distinct pos- 
sibility. Sometimes he gave terse common sense as in 
his famous, “Only those are fit to live who are not 
afraid to die."” Of the Japanese soldier he said. “"He is 
like any other soldier; he is no fanatic; he dies with 
his mother’s name on his lips." His most succinct 
comment was his answer to the question, “What is the 
formula for defensive warfare?’ "Defeat!" snapped 
MacArthur. There is plain logic in such statements as, 
“The springs of human conilice cannot be eradicated 
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MacARTHUR (continues, 


through institutions, but only through the reform of the individual 
human being.” Another: “’Victory in war results from no mysteri- 
ous alchemy or wizardry, but depends entirely upon the concentra 
tion of superior force at the critical points of combat.”” 

Often his statements have deep piety. Talking of the men of Ba- 
taan, he said: “I was the leader of that lost cause, and from the bot- 
tom of my stricken heart I pray that a merciful God may not delay 
too long their redemption.”” In awarding decorations after the vic- 
torious Papuan campaign he ended his citation with the words: "To 
Almighty God I give thanks for that guidance which has brought us 
to this success in our great crusade. His is the honor, the power and 
the glory forever.” 

Some of his statements have the power of a trip hammer. Once he 
said, in reference to a dead soldier: “I do not know the dignity of his 
birth, but I do know the glory of his death."* His single sentence on 
Corregidor still evokes a picture that no other words have painted 
better: “Through the bloody haze of its last reverberating shot I 
shall always seem to see the vision of its grim, gaunt and ghostly 
men, still unafraid.”” His tribute to the men of Bataan was: "The 
Bataan force went out as it would have wished, fighting co the end 
of its flickering, forlorn hope. . . . Nothing became it more than its 
last hour of trial and agony 


MacArthur moves to New Guinea 


By September the Japanese were running into trouble in the South 
Pacific. The Marines had landed on Guadalcanal (an operation greatly 
assisted by the hammering which MacArthur's heavy bombers de- 
livered to the great Jap supply base at Rabaul) and the Jap attempt 
to take Milne Bay had failed. But north of Moresby, where the Japs 
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ddache, 10¢ ground forces, General Sir Thomas Blamey, was already there, living 


ina tent. There too was Lieut. General George Kenney, MacArthur's 
new air commander. 

One of the luckiest things that happened to the forces fighting in 
the Southwest Pacific area was the War Department's decision to 
send Lieut. General George Kenney out to take command of the 
Allied Air Forces under MacArthur. Kenney was an evangelist for 
airpower properly employed. His first—and most important—con- 
vert was MacArthur. Since then no general in the U. S. Army has 
been more fanatically air-minded than MacArthur. 

His own experiences in the Philippines had taught MacArthur the 
power of the airplane in war. The situation in the Southwest Pacific 
had revealed the impossibility of fighting an island war without 
aviation. But it was Kenney who showed MacArthur how to make 
airpower the decisive element in his operations. The little air com- 
mander was a personal demonstration of air mobility. He flew back 
and forth so regularly between his two headquarters in Australia 
and New Guinea that two meal tables were always set for him 1,500 
miles apart and nobody knew from day to day at which table he 
would be sitting down to eat 

When MacArthur was confronted by the swift Japanese advance 
through the Owen Stanleys in early September, and by the problem 
of shifting reinforcements to New Guinea in time to meet the threat, 
and of supplying them when they got there, it was Kenney who is 
supposed to have said: “Give me five days to prepare and I'll shift 
the whole damn United States Army to New Guinea by air.” 


An army supplied by air 


He sold the idea to MacArthur. The Commander in Chief in a 
marathon conference with Kenney and Blamey, the Australian com- 
mander of Allied land forces, mapped out the great pattern of air 
movement and supply which at that time made the Luftwaffe inva- 
sion of Crete seem like an elementary essay. A whole army with its 
supplies and food and guns was flown 600 miles across the Coral Sea. 
Much of ic was then flown over mountains whose peaks reach 13,400 
feet, and then, for four months, a fighting army was maintained en- 
tirely by aircraft, which altogether shifted more than a million tons 
of war supplies across the towering alpine spine. 

This movement was the “swift, massive strokes" about which 
MacArthur later spoke at length. When the Papuan campaign was in 
its final stages MacArthur was in his headquarters with Kenney. 
Someone asked the General if he was convinced that airpower could 
win the war. He threw his arm affectionately around Kenney’s shoul- 
der and said, with a smile, “This little feller has given me a new and 
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MacARTHUR (continued) 


pretty powerful brandy. I like the stuff. It does me good. And I'm 
going to keep right on taking it!” 

MacArthur's spirits rose as he saw his troops inexorably smashing 
the army of General Tomatore Horii. When he spoke of the cam- 
paign he spoke always in the first person. It was never a great body 
of troops maneuvering, deploying, attacking another great body of 
the enemy. To MacArthur it was more a great battle of wits between 
two commanding generals. Said MacArthur of his Jap adversary: 
“He ran into the trap I prepared for him, and I shall drive him back 
to the beaches and annihilate him. . . . He had no idea of the plan I 
was putting into operation. . . . He never believed I could do it. . .."” 

He could not conceal his pleased satisfaction when the reports 
came in that Horii—Japan's expert on small-boat landing operations 
—had been drowned when his raft overturned in the flooded Kumusi 
River. “An ignominious death,” said MacArthur. As he spoke, how- 
ever, there was an expression of regret on his face. The listener felt 
that MacArthur would have wished that he had fought it out with 
Horii and had killed him with his own hands. 


“Hit them, and hit them again” 


Like everyone else in New Guinea at that time, he thought that 
the job of smashing the Japanese on the northern plains would be 
easier than it actually turned out to be. He referred to the Japanese 
as being “trapped within the Buna beachhead” on Nov. 7, at a time 
when the enemy beachhead was actually nearly 50 miles wide. And 
it was several weeks after his Order of the Day was issued—"*Buna 
must be taken today at whatever the cost"’"—that Buna actually fell. 
‘And even then there was tough fighting to come. 

Nobody, not even MacArthur, could have forescen the tenacity of 
those beleaguered Japanese, but never for a single moment did 
MacArthur relax his pressure. “Hit chem, and hit them again. At- 
tack, attack, attack!"” He didn’t want to drive them out. He wanted 
to destroy them. And he did. 

He had fought nearly a year of war in the Southwest Pacific. He 
had built up a remarkable score of victories, small and large. He had 
suffered no lasting reverse of any sort. His one complaint was that he 
didn't have the stuff to follow up after his blows had made the enemy 
groggy. And, although he didn’t say it, we knew that the thing that 
worried him’ most was the fact chat employment of Allied force in 
the Southwest Pacific was not dictated—as basic military principles 
insist it should be dictated—by enemy employment of force. His 
main concern was aircraft, for he had just completed a campaign in 
which the new worth of aircraft, for attack, for defense, for logistics, 
had been forever proved. If the attitudes of Washington disturbed 
him he never showed it, never spoke of it. He was a soldier obeying 
orders 

MacArthur's position in Australia is unique and delicate. He com- 
mands a theater in which all the civilians and at least half of che 
troops are of another nationality. When he took over command, the 
Australians expected, as he did, chat he would draw from the United 
States a great stream of troops and guns and planes. They were dis- 
appointed, as he was. MacArthur's military force today is scarcely, 
if at all, larger than on the day he left Bataan. 


MacArthur's popularity in Australia 


Yet MacArthur's popularity in Australia has never wavered. So 
far as the Australian Government is concerned, it has given an in- 
credibly arduous task to MacArthur and, even under the most ad- 
verse conditions, he has carried through without a hitch. It is gen- 
erally said that Prime Minister Curtin would cut off his right arm 
and send it by air freight to MacArthur if the Hero of Bataan asked 
for it. MacArthur hasn't needed it so far. 

He is always careful to crush any tendency among people to think 
that “the Yanks came here to save Australia."" Whenever he has to 
issue a statement dealing with Allied troops he takes pains to see 
that it is worded “Australians and Americans'’ wherever it can be 
done, rather than “Americans and Australians.” When the Austra~ 
lians were bearing the brunt of the battle in the Owen Stanley Range, 
long before the American ground troops had seen action, censorship 
instructions were issued to the effect that all press reports should 
refer to the fighting troops as ““Allied"’ instead of “Australian.” 
There was some resentment among several war correspondents who 
insisted chat MacArchur was trying to convert what was a purely 
Australian ground victory into a combined success. This was actually 
unjust. At that time it was important to prevent the Japanese from 
knowing that the Americans were being kept intact as a separate 
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MacARTHUR (continued) 


force to be flown into the north-coast areas for the final assault on 
Buna. MacArthur knows that by far the greater portion of the 
ground fighting in New Guinea has been done by Australians, and 
he is thankful to have under him the Australian Imperial Forces 
divisions that saw such distinguished service in the Middle East. 

MacArthur has been one of the stanchest supporters of Australia’s 
war effort, has twice contributed large sums of money to Australia’s 
war loans. “No nation in the world is making a more supreme war 
effort than Australia,” he said. “It embraces equally all classes and 
all parties.”” Because he is satisfied that he is being given what the 
‘Australians call a “'good spin,” he is careful not co interfere in the 
home scene. MacArthur's political suppore in Australia is all-party. 
Because so much depends upon him he could, if he desired, exert a 
profound effect on the Australian political structure. Bue his fight 
is againsc the Japanese, and he believes firmly in letting the poli- 
ticians take care of the politics. 

T believe sincerely that MacArthur has no political ambitions in 
the United States. I feel that one of the greatest injuries done to a 
man who has undeniably carried out a magnificent military job was 
the press campaign of “MacArthur for Presidenc.’* MacArthur, I 
know, would much rather be remembered in history as the “"Lib- 
erator of the Philippines” than as President of the United States. 
His aim is to “keep the soldier's faith'’—and that faith doesn't 
carry him into party politics. 

‘After the Buna campaign was over and MacArthur had returned 
to his headquarters in Australia, I saw him again, He looked younger 
than at any time since he had arrived in my country. His hair was 
black, his eyes alere, his step springy. Ac 63 years he was the young- 
est-looking man for his age I had ever scen, He was no longer wear- 
ing his bedecorated uniform. This time he-wore a pair of slacks and 
a simple leather flying jacket. The leather name tab on the pocket 
bore the one word, “MacArthur,” and four silver stars were painted 
on cach shoulder. There was no sign of the early bitterness. He 
looked happy, he joked with correspondents, he answered every 
question they asked with frankness and, for him, a complete absence 
of theatricals. His confidence in being able to lick the Japs could be 
detected in every remark, seen in every gesture. Perhaps he felt that 
he had deale out at least some of the retribution for the men of 
Bataan. At any rate, his only comment was: ‘The dead of Bataan 
will rest easier tonight!"

General Hale describes phosphate plant destruction 


Jecently General Henry H. Amold, chief of the A 
letter from Major General Willis H, Hal nanding 7th Ai 
tioned in Hawaii. ‘The letter described a raid made April 21, by General Hale 
and hismen on the Jap-held islands of Nauru and ‘Tarawa in the Gilbert group. 
With the letter were pictures of the raid, some of which are printed here, 

Wrote Hale, “I first proceeded on April 18 to the island of Funafuti, On 
April 20 I took off at night with 22 B-24's overloaded, each carrying approxi- 
mately 4,000 Ih, of various type bombs. Our targets on Nauru had heen well 
photographed prior to arrival. We were lucky in that the weather was perfect, 
although it permitted the enemy to see our approach, The first elements were 
engaged by ero fighters and all of us received heavy antiaircraft fire, 
Most of our planes were damaged, and three officers and nine enlisted m 
wounded. One officer is in serious condition—shot in the stomach. 

“As you will see from the attached photographs, this mission was suecessful 
beyond my greatest hopes. I am positive that it will be many months before 
the Japs can restore their destroyed machinery, which was involved in the re- 
fining of phosphates. Prior to the war Nauru produced 8° of the world’s 
phosphate supply I know, there are no other refineries now avail- 
able to the Japs except in the Caroline group. Our bombing was all done be- 
Jow 8.500 feet. All planes returned to Funafuti,
